TY COBB STABBED 
IN BACK; FIGHTS 
UFF THREE MEN 


Held Up in Auto While With 
Wife, He Argues With Thugs, 
and Agility Saves Him. 








SYRACUSE, N. Y., Aug. 12.—Ty Cobb, 
famous center fielder of the Detroit 
American League baseball team, was 
stabbed in the back by three unidenti- 
filed men early ‘today while on his way 
to the train in Detroit, which was to 
bring him and his fellow players to 
Syracuse for an exhibition game this 
afternoon. The attack on the champion 
batsman became known on the arrival 
of the team here. 

Cobb’s agility saved him from possi- 
bie death. His injuries are not serious. 

Cobb was driving his automobile to 
the station, accompanied by his wife, 
when three assailants appeared from 
behind aewooden building at the corner 
of Trumbull and Bagg streets, and or- 
dered the car to stop. The men were 
partly under the influence of liquor, 
and when the machine stopped Cobb 
jumped out and argued with the men. 

The trio demanded maney = and 
lunged at Cobb. Cobb attacked the 
trio. One man was knocked down 
with a blow on the chin, and then one 
of the others ran, while the third 
grabbed Cobb around the neck. 

While the pair were struggling, the 
thug pulled a knife and inflicted a 
wound in Cobb's back. Cobb finaily 
shook ff the assailant and regained 
his car. 

Cobb was treated by Dr. F. W. Van- 
rengen at a hotel today. Two stitches 
were taken in his back. The player 
would not discuss the affair.

HELD AS FORGER 


A. H. Norris Charged With False 
Conveyance of Funds of 
Estate of Relative. 
DENIES ANY PECULATION 
Says He Thought $32 Check 
Good and Had Agreement to 
Pay Alleged Shortage. 











Anthony H. Norris, 43 years old, for- 
mer superintendent of a grain eleva- 
tor, was trailed by detectives 
from his home, 5160 Maple avenue, Mon- 
day morning, and arrested when he 
reach Page and Academy avenues. The 
detectives wanted him to explain the 
cashing of a $32 check which had been 


pronounced worthless, but Norris vol- 


unteered the information that he was 
also wanted on a warrant charging em- 
bezzlement of about $3000. 

Two weeks ago the representative of 
a bonding company swore to an infor- 
mation charging Norris with falsely 


conveying funds belonging to the estate 
of Anna C. Hoffman, a relative, for 
whom he had been appointed guardian. 
The warrant for his arrest was placed 
in the hands of the Sheriff and Norris, 
learning that he was being sought, tele- 
phond the Sheriff he would surrender 
with a bondsman. 
Home Ig Watched. 

Monday Detectives Hannegan and 
home. Arthur E. Koerner, a caterer 
at 408 Washington avenue, had com- 
plained that he cashed a check for $32 
for Norris. The check was made pay- 
able to “‘A. C. Morris’’ and signed “C. 
M. Bloch.” In indorsing the check, 
Norris had spelled his name correctly, 
and John Coakley, Police Handwriting 
iixpert, declared the writing of the in- 
dorsement and the body of the check 
were the same. 

When Norris left his home to 0 
downtown the detectives. fo him. 
He was about to board @.caméhen ar- 
rested. | 

At police headquartérs Norris refused 
to make a statément for publication. 
He said the embezzlement charge was 
the result of a misunderstanding, and 
that he ‘wished to consult counsel be- 
fore making a statement to newspapers. 

Tells of Wericit. 

Detective Heckel stated that Norris 
told him on the way to headquarters 
that there had been a deficit of some- 
thing like $2600 in the administration 
of the Hoffman estate, and that. he 
had agreed to settle with the company 
acting aS surety on his bond by paying 
them $1000 down and $8 a month untii 
the shortage should be cleared. He ac- 
cused the bonding company of acting 
too hastily in causing the information 
to be issued against him. He also told 
Heckel, the latter says, that the war- 
rant will be withdrawn as soon as mat- 
ters are explained to the prosecuting 
witnesses. The deficit, he said, was due 
to clerical errors and not peculations. 

Norris told the detectives he is stil] 
superintendent of the Mississippi Valley 
Elevator and Grain Co., despite the 
statement of the bonding company's 
representative that he had lost his po- 
sition. 

In obtaining the information the bond- 
ing compary employe told Assistant 
Attorney Rosskopf that Norris had lost 
in wheat speculation. 

Norris said the check he gave Koer- 
ner was good so far as he is con- 
cerned. He insisted it was given io 
him by a man named Bloch.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Without a 
word of debate, the Senate today adopt- 
ed the Bourne-Bristow parcels post plan

be far better for business in general 
and the cotton manufacturing indus- 
try in particular to have the truth 
come out now than to have revision 
of the cotton schedule left to political 
juggling for seevral years more. 

The most important work that the 
Tariff Board could have done—the 
work expected of it by business men 
who were led to believe that “scien- 
tific revision” would be their salva- 
tion—has been left undone. That was 
to analyze the facts it discovered, and 
to advise Congress and the people 
what the. tariff should be. If such 
conclusions had been announced, 
business interests would have expert- 
enced immediate relief, for there is a 
feeling in the business world that 
neither of the great political parties 
desires to do injustice to, the nation’s 
industries. 

But the tariff has been left by the 
Tariff Board as much an unsettled 

as it was before, Whether 
duties should be levied on as an ad va- 
lorem -or a specific basis: whether 
they should be 10, 20, 50 or 100 per 
cent on any class of goods in order to 
furnish protection sufficient to meet 
the requirements of the Republiéan 
platform—all such questions as these 
are left unanswered. No attempt was 
made to answer them. 





»| Useless to Average Man. 


_ We are met by the argument that 
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neither the average citizen nor the 
average business mean is equipped to 
do. Statisticians and tariff experts 
might, after long study and the rear- 
rangement of the jumbled mass of 
data, be able to attach their own con- 
clusions to the figures of the cotton 
and wool reports. That might be en- 
lightening, and slightly useful, pro- 
vided the figures reported by the 
board were accurate and adequate. 
But they are not. 

Furthermore, no one is fully com- 
petent to draw conclusions from the 
information gathered by the Tariff 
Board unless he is familiar with all 
the ins and outs of the methods em- 
ployed in its collection. From their 
intimate study of conditions, some of 
the experts of the board were in a 
position to make these deductions. 
even if members of the board were 
not. Why, then, was this not done? 
Why were not the Government and 
the business interests and the con- 
sumer given the benefit of the work 
fo. which Government funds were 
outlaid at the rate of $30,000 a 
month? 

The reasons must be incomprehen- 
sible to a business man, bent on se- 
curing tariff justice; they may be 
readily understood by the politicians 
and privileged interests who have 
been satisfied with the discrimina- 
tions of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
ever since it was enacted. To this 
latter class would it not be an ap- 
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dustries the scapegoat of all the tar- 
iff agitation? Would it not, perhaps, 
effectually kill all attempts at hon- 
ext revision if the Tariff Board made 
a hopeless mess of these two sched- 
ules?

Catspaw of the “Interests.” 


I do not say that all members of 
the Tariff Board were parties to this 
program, or that they realized they 
were being used as instruments to de- 
feat the very purpose for which they 
were supposed to have been appoint- 
ed. But the result is the same. As 
early as last November certain mem- 
bers of the board were satisfied that 
their official life would terminate 
with the end of June. From that 
time on it seemed that there was a 
keener interest in their "political fu- 
tures than in their official employ- 
ment. By January the great mass of 
data collected in the cotton industry 
was beginning to show the inevitable 
proof of excesive duties. It 
showed that the tariff rate was, tm

In the Public Interest. 


The cotton manufacturer demands 
to know—and the sooner the better 
for him—how much duty may be re- 
quired to keep the cotton industry in 
this country in a healthy condition, 

The distributer of cotton manufac- 
tures desires to know—and for him 
the quicker the’ better—just where 
the tariff wall should be placed to 
keep this country free from _ the 
dumpings of foreign overproduction 
and still permit a stimulating compe- 
tition from abroad. 

The consumer isn’t going to wait 
much longer—without wreaking ven- 
geance—to learn why he has to pay 
for cotton goods twice as much at 
home ag he would in any instance 
have to pay abroad. 

Months and months ago the Tariff 
Board’s experts pointed out the true 
conditions in the industry and indi- 
cated lines of investigation that 
should have been pursued in order to 
answer these questions and to make 
the answers convincingly clear. The 
board’s excuse was that its appro- 
priation was giving out, and that it 
would not be able to investigate the 
field of distribution ag it had the 
field of production, 

In many cases the manufacturer 
does not get the excessive profit. It is 
taken by the middleman—the factors 
between mill and consumer, But it 
is the excessive tariff that permits the 
middleman to gouge the consumer. It 
was as much the work of the board 
to investigate the one as the other. 
If it could not investigate the Ameri- 
can system of distribution and base 
its findings on a comprehensive sur- 
vey of the whole industry, was it 
fair for the Tariff Board to suppress 
part of the findings and _ publish

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Representa- 
tive Oscar W. Underwood, chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee and 
author of the Democratic bills to revise 
the tariff downward, said today to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, after read- 
ing a synopsis of the series of tariff ar- 
ticles: ;

consumers of the extortionate taxes 
with which they are struggling under 
their burden of the high and increasing 
cost of living. 

“There are a great many reasons why 
the cost of production theory on which 
the board has conducted its investiga- 
tions are scientifically unsound. It 
would not serve in anv way whatever 
for the basis of a genuine tariff re- 
vision. But in addition to this there is

Long Procession Through Tokio 
to Begin at 7 O’Clock, Even- 
ing of Sept. 13.

TOKIO, Aug. 12.—The official pro- 


gram for the funeral of Emperor Mut- 


suhito, who died on July 30, was issued 
today. The services are to begin at 6 
o’clock on the morning of Sept. 13, 
when the Emperor Yoshihito and the 
Empress Dowager will be present. At 
7 o’clock in the evening of the same 
day, the elder statesmen, the Peers, all 
the high officials and the foreign rep- 
resentatives; among whom will be Phi- 


State, are to assemble at the palace 
from which the procession will start at 
8 _p. m., 

Emperor Yoshihito will not join the 
procession, but will meet it on the Ao- 
yama parade ground. 

The line of the procession, which will 
be very long, is to be interspersed with 
musi¢ians, torch-bearers and. officials 
carrying emblems, while many priests 
also will participate. 

Oxen to Draw Coffin. 

The coffin containing the body of the 
Emperor is to be drawn by a team «f 
oxen. The entire route is to be lined 
by soldiers of the regular army. 

Immediately after the arrival of the 
procession at Aoyama the funeral serv-. 
ice will begin, and will comprise the 
full and imposing Shinto ritual. After 
the services the Emperor will person- 
ally read a tribute to the dead monarch 
and this will be followed by another 
cne read by the Empress Dowager, who 
will be succeeded by the Ministers of 
State and others, the musicians mean- 
while continuing to play funeral airs. 

At the conclusion of this service the 
Imperial train is to leave for Kioto, but 
Emperor Yoshihito an the Empress 
Dowager will not travel it. The train 
is scheduled to arrive at the station, 
especially built at Momoyama, at 5:10 
p. m., Sept. 14, and a similar procession 
to that arranged from the palace to the 
Aoyama parade grounds will follow. 

Various tributes to the late Emperor's 
memory will be read beside the tomb. 
Further services are to be held Sept. 15, 
and these will conclude the funeral 
ceremonies.

Miss Jane Addams of Hull House, who 
made the announcement of Mr. Rosen- 
wald’s method of celebrating his birth- 
day, was named by him to be one of the 
trustees of the country club for social 
workers. The other trustees are Miss 
Minnie F. Low, Judge Julian F. Mack, 
Sherman C. Kingsley, Father P. J. 
O'Callaghan, Louis M. Cahn and William 
@. Graves. : 

The gift to the University of Chicago 
is payable immediately when the Uni- 
versity shall have raised from other 
sources twice as.much more for the pur- 
poses named. In like manner, the. $50,- 
000 endowment of the Country Club for 
Social Workers becomes due on Rosen- 
wald’s approval of plans which dem- 
cnstrate that the institution, through a 
membership paying a minimum of dues 
can be self-supporting.

No accurate figures of the mumber of 
victims can yet be tabulated, though 
Bome estimates place the death list at 
1000 and the injured at from 5000 to 
6000. 

In the town of Shary-Koy, which was 
completely destroyed, © persons were 
killed and 18 injured. Fires are re- 
ported from many cities, in which num- 
erous buildings were burned. 

Fissures opened to a length of about 
a mile along the river at Lule-Burgas, 
4) miles southeast of Adrianople, and 
from these apertures hot water, sand, 


’ feam and sulphurous vapors were emit- 


ted. 

Everywhere in the stricken zone there 
is terrible want and distress.

Both ‘‘Conservatives’’ and ‘‘Pro- 
gressives’’ Declared Determined 
to Win Contest. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 12.—It is as- 
serted on reliable authority that nation- 
al political issues have entered univer- 
sity life to such an extent as to cause 
serious dissensions in the faculty of the 
University of Pennsylvania, where 
nearly every day now there are rumors 
of the pending resignation of some pro- 
fessor or instructor. 

The instructors are said to have di- 
vided themselves into camps of ‘“con- 
servatives’” and ‘“‘progressives.”’ Both 
sides are really radicals, and in the 
privacy of the university and among 
themselves, it is said, are engaging in 
bitter personalities. 

Dr. William Draper Lewis, dean Of 
the Law School, is said to have brought 
the trouble to a head when he openly 
advocated Col. Roosevelt’s theory as. to 
the recall of judicial decisions. 

After this announcement, it was said 
openly, but in whispers, that the resig- 
nation of Dean Lewis would be de- 
manded. Other ‘“‘progressives’’ rallied 
to the support of the dean. They de- 
clared the Board of Trustees would 
scarcely make an issue of the politics 
of an instructor to the extent of de- 
manding his resignation. The board de- 
cided that Dean Lewis should remain in 
his present position until after the pres- 
idential election at least. 

Surrender Demanded, 

The ‘progressives’ then called atten- 
tion to the fact that Edgar F. Smith, 
provost of the university, allowed his 
name to go before the voters as a Taft 
candidate ‘to the Republican national 
convention. 

From the viewpoint of the public, the 
trouble at the university ended at that 
point, but those on the inside say the 
controversy has become so strenuous 
that both sides are demanding complete 
surrender or nothing. 

“The ‘“‘progressives’’ have carried the 
fight into university life, declaring that 
they have'the right to change the sys- 
tem of teaching and to teach under 
what they term twentieth century 
methods. The ‘“‘conservatives,’’ on the 
other hand, declare that old ideas must 
prevail. 

Provost Smith, it is said, has with- 
drawn from the battle, and is letting 
the other members of the faculty fight 
it out. The trustees are said to be sid- 
ing with the ‘conservatives.’ Sugges- 
tions as to the pending resignation of 
various professors are also suspected 
of coming from board members. To 
date there have been eight of these 
“pending resignations.’’ Neither the 
men most vitally interested nor Provost 
Smith will discuss the rumors. 

Called a Socialist. 
The ‘‘conservatives’’ have been heard 
to call Prof. Scot Nearing a Socialist 
and to demand that he keep his ‘‘So- 
clalistic ideas’’ 
swered that he would talk as much as 
he pleased. 
“TIT am a progressive along educational 
lines,”’ said Nearing, ‘‘and I propose to 
continue to be a progressive along those 
lines. National political issues have 
nothing to do with my views. I had 
them before this campaign started, and 
I will still have them after it ends. 
Nearing has numerous supporters. He 


; makes his home part of the vear at the

So serious has the breach at the uni- 
versity become, according to the best 
information obtainable, that the Alumni 
Association is about to take a hand, 
with the hope that the political contro- 
versy will cease.

He walked to the chair white- 
facee and trembling and as he kissed 
the crucifix when the straps were being 
rlaced about his body, he fell over 
limply in a faint. 

Only One Admits Guilt. 

All the prisoners with the exception 
of Collins walked into the death cham- 
ber protesting their innocence. Collins 
came in smiling and seemingly happy 
and did not deny his guilt. He prayed 
cn his knees at the chair for a minute 
before he was executed. 

Giusto, Cona, Cali and the two De 
Marcos were convicted of the murder of 
Mrs. Mary Hall, wife of Henry Hall, a 
superintendent of construction on the 
Croton aqueduct, in a lonely farm- 
house at Griffin’s Corners, in West 
Chester County, Nov, 9, 1911. Santa 
Znaza, the sixth member of the band 
of assassins, was electrocuted July §8, 
after he had confessed in a letter to 
Gov. Dix that he had stabbed Mrs. Hall 
to death.

“You are deciding the cases tried 
here,’’ Weinbrenner is said to have told 
Judge Kimmel, “‘but I have charge of 
the court and there will be no Jim 
Crow rule enforced while I am mar- 
sha’.” 

This differs slightly from Weinbren- 
nen's version to the reporter. 

“We didn’t have anv trouble,’’ he 
said. “I told Judge Kimmel it would 
do no good to put the signs up, as my 
deputies, under the law, could not en- 
force the segregation rule. I pointed 
out that it was not enforced in any of 
the other Police Courts and that it 
would not be advisable to make an ex- 
ception of his court.” 

Judge Kimmel said that after talking 
the matter over with the Marshal he 
had changed his mind about the segre- 
gation plan, and believed it best to let 
things go as they are now. Which 
means that negroes and whites will con- 
tinue to sit together in Judge Kimmel’s 
court, as well as the other courts of 
St. Louis.

MOORESTOWN, N. J., Aug. 12.—An 
epidemic of typhoid fever, which has

* After being ruled out of this race the 
St. Louis men rowed with the con- 
tenders, outside of the course. It was 
nosed out for second place by the De- 
troit craft, which finished second to 
the Duluth bunch. Had the St. Louis- 
ans been permitted to row, under the 
same conditions as the others, it seems 
that they would have had a good chance 
to win. They competed in practically 
“dead” water along.the bank. Later 
thie same shell beat Detroit’s eight in 
the consolation race. 


Crews Must Work Harder. 

It was demonstrated in the week's row- 
ing that the successful crews were the ones 
Which worked hard. This is especially the 
chee with the Winnipeg oarsmen, who prac- 
tieally “‘cleaned up’’ in the big races. Con- 
trary to general belief. the Winnipeg club 
fe not a wealthy organization, although 
some of the members individually may have 
money. And the club is also without the 
services of a paid professional coach, being 
tutored by Con Riley, the crack stroke of 
the big crews. 

But the men like the game and their ef- 
forts at the pastime are sincere. The one 
regret among St. Louls oarsmen, however, 
is that St. Louis has no such place for 
rowing as Peoria.
